‘ANOTHER STEAMER PIRATED, 


HE SAICHIU DISTURIANCES. © 


A Canton corrospondent writes 


‘The steamer Takeing while on voyage from 
Canton 10 Kutsun on thy 15th inst. was at- 
tacked by pirates. Sho wos off Titkong in the 
Tungkun district, when sevoral spake boats 
came alongside and at the same timo some 
forty pirates who bad. gone on board as pas- 
rangers rose and pointed their revolvers at tho 
other passengers to frighton them. ‘They: then | 
rausncked ths laggags aud took all the money. 
and valanblos. A Chinose passoager who loved 
hiis money more than his life hesitated to sur- 
onder it wheroapon onaof the pirates brained 
him with the batt of his revolvor. There was 
a European enginoer on-board, und he was 
wounded. A foroign Indy passenger, married 
toa Chinamen, was amongst thoso who lost all 
thuir suluables.- Having sccured thoir beaty 
the pirntes olesred away: _ 7 

On “the 19th inst,, between’ 2 and 3am, a 
cocoon shop in Fatshan_ was, robbed, about 
$8,000 in monoy and gooda being taken away. 
About forty ar fifty armed robbers broke epen 
the door, .terrrorise:l the inmates of the este- 
plichment, aed quietly collectad thuir booty and:
